Section 5. The following named amounts, or so much
thereof as may be necessary, respectively, for the objects
and purposes hereinafter named, are appropriated to the Board
of the Trustees of Southern Illinois University to meet
ordinary and contingent expenses for the fiscal year ending
June 30, 2011:

Section 10. The sum of $2,500,000, or so much thereof as
may  be necessary, is appropriated from the General
Professions Dedicated Fund to the Board of Trustees of
Southern Illinois University for all costs associated with
the development, support, or administration of pharmacy
practice education or training programs at the Edwardsville

campus .

Section 15. The amount of $59,000, or so much of that
amount as may be necessary, 1s appropriated from the State
College and University Trust Fund to the Board of Trustees of
Southern 1Illinois University for scholarship grant awards

from the sale of collegiate license plates.

Section 99. Effective date. This Act takes effect July 1,

2010.
